thought of what, to get Junior 
and Sister for* "Christmas, the 

W.P.T.B. has encouraging things 
to say. For the cook and the 
adult, for the Christmas tree 
decorator, things look rather 

tough. 

According to the W.P.T.B., 
there will be a fair supply of 
made-in-Canada dolls, plenty of 
stuffed toys, pull toys, educa- 
tional Joys and kindergarten 
toys. Lead soldiers may appear 
for the first time in three years 
and toy paint sets are being 
manufactured in Canada. . Be- 
cause of a shortage in materials, 
there will be few games except 
where plastics have been substi- 
tuted. 

In the candy line, as before, 
the bulk of the supplies go to 
the armed forces. Chocolate 
bars will not be plentiful, says 
the bulletin, and there won't be 
much, if any, fancy hard candies 
because of labor shortages. 

Inasmuch as most Christmas 
tree decorations were imported 
from Japan and Germany, there 
will be a definite lack of them. 
Considerable decorations are be- 
ing manufactured in the U.S.A., 
says the bulletin, but the supply 
exceeds the demand and it is 
unlikely that there will be any 
exported to Canada. Canada is 
manufacturing some decorations 
and ornaments but in small 
quantities only due to labor 
shortages. 

Christmas wrapping tissues 
will be in less quantity than last 
year with a limited supply of 
plain and variety sheets. Can- 
ada is manufacturing, crackers 
so there is likely to be a fair 
supply. There will be plenty of 
candies and table decorations, 
says the bulletin. Also ribbons 
and ornaments made of salvaged 
plastic are likely to be plentiful. 

There is likely to be a short 
supply of Christmas cards due to 
the paper shortage. The bulletin 
says that no card unless person- 
al or special, may cost more than 
25 cents including the envelope. 
Top price for. the personal card 
is 25 cents but the dealer may 
add the cost of printing the 
name and address of the custom- 
en ' 

There will be few cranberries 
on the markets this season be- 
cause of poor crops. It is ex- 
pected that turkeys will be fair- 
ly plentiful and that supplies of 
chickens will be excellent. The 
raisin allotment has been in- 
creased over last . year and 
orange and lemon peel should 
come from the U.S.A. Both 
imported and domestic glace 
cherries will be available In 
reasonable quantities. Most 
spices will be synthetic, manu- 
factured in Canada. Only* a 
small supply of commercial 
mincemeat will be on hand but 
it is expected that there will be 
ample citrus fruits.

Statistics released recently on 
juvenile delinquency arc causing 
deep concern. Consequently, dang- 
erous opinons arc being circulated 
as how to best improve our youths* 
behavior. Current statistics indi- 
cate that our children today are 
a bad lot. However, statistics arc 
very often misleading. The truth 
is children were not hauled Into 
court for every prank In the old 
days. A little research Into the 
back flies of any town newspaper 
wll! verify this. If this fails to 
convince, just listen to some of the 
old-timers reminiscing on their 
childhood pranks. They make our 
modern youngsters lqok like sissies. 

The correct formula for rearing 
children never changes; it needs no 
revision.- It Is simply love and 
common sense. 

Voting people need the joy and 
force of healthy exercise, but above 
all they need many-sided intellec- 
tual interests in order to make life 
vital nnd vibrant. This Is the most 
important medium for burning up 
that surface energy which, if let 
run wild. Is bound to wreck things. 
However, to all students of this 

vexatious problem the same ques- 
tion arises: Does our present 
educational system tend to trans- 
mute this energy Into proper 
channels or does 'It more often 
frustrate our natural creative In- 
stinct by not allowing us to choose 
cur own vocations? If wo arc con- 
stantly thwarted In our ambitions 
we naturally. become unhappy, re- 
bellious and look to other Interests. 

Wo must provide our youths 
with entertainment of a much 
higher culture level than the 
cheap, vulgar variety now being 
presented, Tho present trend of 
tho cinema to exaggerate the sex 
life in pictures Is a bad influence. 

Vory little of tho material now 
used on radio and screen Is sutt- 
ablo for young minds; We must 
keep our children playing In the 
shadows of their childhood, so as 
to preserve this children's wonder- 
land, this environment of beauty 
and loveliness. They have tho ugly, 
strange and Inconvenient thing 
forced on them too soon with our 
present conception of entertainment 
values. We arc badly In need of 
children's theatres which would 

not only provide plays exclusively 
for children but would make facil- 
ities available for them to create 
productions of their own, which 
is much moro Interesting nnd 
educational. 

Our cultural life is becoming very 
barren. It used to bo that a girl's 
education was not considered com- 
plete without aomo musical train- 
ing, but not so now. Almost every 
town boasted of Its hand where 
boys had an opportunity to learn 
an instrument. It was common to 
hear choral groups singing tho 
cantatas and oratorios. of tinndel, 
Hnyden and other old masters. 
Now wo aro fortunate to hear 
simple, four-part harmony sung 
with any degree of tonal beauty. 
Tho onty folk-dances being taught 
aro by now Canadians who try to 

? reserve tholr native culture. Even 
ho old Canadian square-dance Is 
almost passe; it hna given away to 
the highly omotlomjl ballroom 
dnnco which produces moro profits 

for dance-hall proprietors and juke- 
box owners. The slate should 
arrange froo tuition for every tat- 
entod child In all tho arts. Canadian 
culture Is poor enough without al- 
lowing economic factors to hinder 
thedcvolopment of promising pupils. 
If wo hope to Improve our youth 
we must kficp tholr minds active 
at things they llko to do. 

In any ovont lot's not blame 
the children for our own short- 
comings. It Is our own selfishness, 
Impntlcnco nnd misunderstanding 
that is at the root of this prohlom. 
There nro no bad children. 



"Please tender to the members 
of the Association my thanks for 
the two cartons of cigarets which 
recently reached me," Cpl.

able to regain our breath. This 
is n* pleasant country to pause 
in and we all think it far super- 
ior to France. Here everything 
is clean, bright and tidy. There 
are many modern buildings and 
they resemble more closely those 
at home than any we have yet 
seen. 

"It is possible to get ice cream 
here. ' True it Is 'ersatz* ice 
cream with no milk or cream in 
it, but it is very pleasant and 
.brings bock memories of former 
days. You would be amused to 
see a group of solemn soldiers 
consuming a series of sundaes 
one after the other, going the 
length of the menu. You seldom 
cat a dollar's worth of ice cream 
at one sitting in Canada. It*s 
done here though. I must send 
Alex Georgas. the description of 
one sumptuous dish called 



'Ravier du Maison'. 

"Only during the last few days 
have we had much evidence ot 
autumn. The chestnuts and 
beechnuts have been dropping 
for well over a week and the 
peasants gather bushels of thorn 
for flour-making purposes. How- 
ever, it is only a day or so since 
leaves began to fall. ^We miss 
the colorful glory of the maples 
at home. Here the coloring is 
drab, browns, russets and yel- % 
lows. Only a few oak saplings 
and the occasional Virginia " 
creeper give a splash of color. 

"Our ardent horticulturalists 
at home who have tenderly 
nursed the fragile blooms of a 
pot or two of tuberous-rooted 
begonias would give up in des* 
pair if they could, see, th6 sight 
that is within five minutes walk 
of the place in which I am writ- 
ing. Close to a little village is a 
field about the size of the King 
George school grounds. It is 
covered with a flame of blossom* . 
hardly a leaf is visible. The 
colors range from deep red to 
shell pink and in the far corner 
is a patch of creamy yellow 
blooms. As'if in sharp contrast 
the neighboring fields are plant- 
ed- in sugar beets. It is indeed 
a marvellous sight. 

"Ye3, this land with its 
flowers, moated chateaux and 
very hospitable people is pleas- ( 
ant, but we all long for home.

CHOOSE BY VOTING 

Self government is like an arm or a leg; if 

it is exercised regularly it retains its vigor 
and usefulness. If it is allowed to remain idle, 
it withers and becomes useless. 

For that reason, we most strongly urge every 
citizen who has considered offering himself for 
municipal office to hold fast to that course. . 
Election by acclamation is not exercising self 
government It is the lazy way. 

The present municipal office-holders have 
shown themselves most sincere servants of the 
community. They 'have accomplished much of 
which Newmarket may be proud and grateful. 
To the mayor, the reeve, the deputy-reeve and 
councillors, we exfend our congratulations on a 
job well done* We hope they will again appear 
before the citizens as candidates. We equally 
hope they will" not be alone. 

Giving the voters the opportunity of choosing 
between candidates and - voting according to 
their judgment is the essence of self-government. 
Elections cost money. Placing an inexperienced 
candidate means risking errors. But neither the 
risk nor the expense justify election by acclama- 
tion. The risk of forgetting how to exercise self 
government, through disuse, is far greater. 

THE REAL ISSUE 

■ 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King and Defence 
Minister A. G. L. McNaughton are both on the 



record as favoring voluntary methods as against 
compulsion in reinforcing the Canadian units 
overseas. 

Their stated reason for the stand is that volun- 
teers fight better than draftees, that the man 
who enlists of his own iree will has a better 
conception of what he is fighting for and conse- 
quently gives more of himself In battle. 

There are few Canadians for which that argu- 
ment will hold water. For one thing, the prece- 
dent of other nations is too sharply at variance 
with the Canadian procedure. But a far more 
compelling answer to their argument is the 
political aspect of compulsion. Quebec is against 
conscription. The Quebec vote is needed by the 

succesful prime minister. Ergo, no conscription 
because Quebec is against conscription. 

Many thoughtful Canadians were appalled by 
the statements that have emanated from Quebec 
during the provincial elections. There are many 

Canadians who have a vivid memory of the 
anti-conscription riots. of the last war. More re- 
cently, the dismissal of Bouchard from his post 
as chairman of the Quebec hydro commission for 

his statements in the Senate have plagued earnest 
citizens with fears of revolution and domestic 
strife. 

The Canadian outside of Quebec province has 
little chance to assess the statements and condi- 
tions which he is told exist in that province. 
He is unable to place them in a proper prospect- 
ive. Consequently, the Canadian outside Que- 
bec, desiring conscription, hesitates between the 
risk of a broken nation and the present need. 

As this is written. Parliament will have been 
in session one day. It is reported that the ses- 
sion will deal exclusively with the reinforcement 
situation. Let us have no debate on the virtue 
of the reinforcement by conscription as opposed 
to reinforcement by voluntary service. Let us 
not be fooled by that smokescreen. 

Let us instead, demand that our representatives 
truly assess the will of the majority of the na- 
tion and act accordingly. If the will of the 
majority of the nation be opposed to compul- 
sion, let us, as citizens acknowledge it. 

Let the department of defence limit the scope 
of our fighting men overseas so that though the 
scale of our participation be smaller, it will be 
self sufficient in reinforcements. 

If the will of the majority of the nation be 
for compulsory service, let our legislators act 
now to implement it without fear or favor. 
There is still time for Canada to mend its unity 
in concerted action.
